The 
beſt Way for their thriving is to ſuckle them of a 
milch Goat two or three Years old, the better to 
give them ſtronger Nourifhment and Strength, who 


will lead them about, and take the better Care of 


them, that they be not loſt or hurt by other Crea- 


| tires ; for Goats, eſpecially the Male, will fight 


very couragiouſly for their Young, againſt Man or 
Beaſt. Suckle them, and otherways uſe them, as 
has been directed in the Caſe of Lambs. When 
they are weaned, .and above all in their wanton 
puſhings and buttings, which they are frequently 
ſubject to do, take care they do not injure them- 
ſelves, nor their Fellows.

And oft when two meet on a narrow Bridge 
or rocky Paſſage, the which but one can paſs, 10 
ſenſible they are, that one will lie down and ſuffer 
the other to ſtep over him : And in mountainous 
Places, great Paſtime is made of hunting them as 
Beer. In champaign Grounds they are more ſen- 
ſibly aflifted with Heat than Cold, ſo that a lit- 
tle Care taken will ſerve their turn in the hardeſt 
Weather, not wanting ſo much houſing as Sheep, 
or other tender Cattle. They take great Delight 
to brouze in Coppices, and on Nagy Hills, and 
grow fat with little; but when they are with 


ken 
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ken of them, by giving them Ears of Wheat, 


Peaſe, or Oats, to nouriſh them, and cauſe the 
Kids to encreaſe in them. The beſt Way is to 


keep them in little Flocks, as ten, fifteen, or twen- 
ty together, that if any dangerous Diſeaſe take a- 
mong ſome, it may not infe& many at once. 
What Care ought to be taken in houſing them, the

N Summer you cannot well keep them too coel

with Stone, or the Floor naturally of itſelf to be 
gravelled, or artificially done, for they hate ſoft 
Dirt or Mire, the Fumes of which ficken them : 
Nor do they require any Litter, unleſs a very little 
in extreme Froſt, or when the Ground is too moiſt; 
and Care muſt be taken when houſed often to 


cleanſe them, for ſmellh of their Dung, Urine, and 


own Rankneſs is very offenſive. And for the great- 
er Profit of the Owner, if the She Goat be of a 

good Kind, and well uſed, ſhe will bring two luſty 
Kids at once, and ſometimes three, but then they 
will not be ſo good for Stock, nor grow to any 
confiderable Growth, as when one is brought forth. 
In their Lodgings let there be a deſcending 
Drain to carry away their Urine : and ſuffer not 
Hogs or Poultry to come among them, whoſe An- 
noyance may cauſe Sickneſs ; for tho? diey are of 


a rammiſh Smell themſelves, yet they naturally co- 


ret wholeſome Airs and {weet Scents. | 
When they are with Kid they muſt have as much 


Reſt and Eaſe as may be, for if they be chafed and 


hunted, it may cauſe the miſturning the Kids in 
their Bellies, ſo that they often die, or are brought 
forth weak, and with great Difficultys — 
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There is another Thing that muſt be looked ir. 
to when they have brought forth, and that is, 
ſometimes their Teats are ſtopped with a Thing 
like a Straw, made of Phlegm or hard Contraction 
of the glu inous Part of the Milk, which flops its 
flowing, and the Kid cannot fack it out, and ſo 
you may imagine he ſucks Milk, when indeed none 
at all comes, for want of remedying which, he 
pines and ſtarves for P ood, when as you may con- 
cluie it proceeds from ſome Hurt or Diſeaſe; but 
of this more in Diſeaſes.

to the upper Part in a Notch, that it {hp not, and 
to the Line, well waxed, faſten a ſmall ſhort Stick 
with a Notch in its lower End, made thin on the 
upper Side, where the Pole is bound down to it b 
the Line with a Loop to another Stick ſtrongly 
faſtened to the Ground, join theſe two Sticks to- 
gether as flightly as they will hold down the ſtrong 
bending of the Pole, then ſpread the running Nooe 
upon it wider than the Fox's Head, and lay a Bait 
within it, and when he touches it, the Sticks vill 
disjoin, and the Poles y up and catch him fat,

fatter up, they will fall again, ſo that you may 
take them if you watch for them. You may alto 
take them with Traps or Strings ſo baited.

HESE Creatures make much ſpoil in Fields 
and Gardens.

if you are any thing quick: Or put Brimſtone, Ro- 
fin, and Turpentine into aJug with a narrow Neck, 
with ſome Tow in it, to fire it, ſo put the Neck 
into their holes and it will ſtifle them: Or make a 
Paſte with Hellebore Roots, Wheat-flour, and 
beaten Glaſs, ſcatter it in their holes, or near them, 
and it will kill them.
